Yukon Telegraph Outfit Get 
Back Without Acconpllsh- 
ing Their Task. 



Claim That the Ends of the 
Line Are Thirty Three 
Miles Apart. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Oct. 29,— The steamer 
Amur arrived this moruiug from ma 
North. Among the passengers -were HonV 
George AVhite Fraeer, the inter-provih- 
clal boundary surveyor, and Mr. Charle- 
son, eon of the supcriudcut of the all-Can- 
adian liri^ to Dawson, who was superin- 
tendiug tiie iconftruction work from At- 
lln south. i^T. Oharleson, junior, has 
stopped work for the winter, and has 
brought back 110 men, horece and outfit; 
.Work has also been stopped by the par- 
ty MvhOi/'\yere^,working',,noj,th., „„,Ai'- 

Mr. Charleson his feon and the foremen 
o£ both gangs were in General Superin- 
teudent Charleson's room at the Hotel 
Vancouver this morning when the Colpu- 
itr. correspondent arrived seeking infor- 
mation. In general conversation it was 
Jeanied that work had been abandoned 
for the winter, owing to the unusually 
severe winter. Snow is doei) and fodder 
jmiiossible to get, so that the party work- 
ing south loet 70 horses before giving jup, 
and wero losing them at, the rate of three 
a day, wlien ifc.was thought best to aban- 
don the work and utilize the horwcH yet 
alive for getting out of the wilderness. 
The lino building from north to south is 
ten miles from the Naus river and ICO 
niiicK south of Telegraph Creek, and the 
line building from south to north ha.s 
reached the river, having been built to 
a point 1(55 miles northwest of llazeltou. 
niu two endii of the line are ;W miles 
part. The lino would have been linish- 
cd now but for the unusual conditions 
regarding tlie weather, they claim. 

It was tliougbt to establish communl- 
atiou between the two ends before the 
„euoraI superintendent left the south end 
for Vancouver, and an Indian runner 
was sent from the south to the .north 
end, but be returned with the 'news that 
tlie party had abandoned the work and 
gone away. Mr. Charleeon has not yet 
decided whether a relay service will be 
chtablished this winter, for the 33 miles 
of snow-covered valleys and mountains 
intarvon'ing, between the two ends lor 
not, and tills will not be decided until 
ifter the elections. 

T. A. Davios, manager of the White 
Uorse Navigation Company, referring to 
tlie coal situation, stated that his 
coiiipaiiy had handled this fieason 3,000 
tons of" coal tor the N. A. T. & T. Co. 
The coal had come from ClifC creek and 
was taken to Duwsou in barges. So that 
Dawson was burning Yukon coal. 

Tlio Cliff creek mines are GO miles 
from Dawson, on the Yukon river. The 
ClifC Creek Coal Mine Company haye ex- 
pended .'^150,000 in developing their pro- 
lierty. They have a ten-foot vein, which 
is widening -with depth. Tlitf main shaft 
is down 600 feet. They have two miles 
o£ roil^"ay, with steam engines and cars 
from 'the mines. The coal is bituuiinius 
and of good steaming quality. Two-thirds 
of the steamere burn this coal on the 
ower Yukon. The coal comiiany have a 
contract wiUi the Dawson Electric Co. 
for 2,000 tons per season. The Five Fin- 
ger Ranlds coal, it is said, is also turning 
out well.

Huge Building Suddenly Hurled 
to Pieces From Some Un- 
kaown Cause. 



Fire Adds to Terror of Scene 
and Wild Excitement ' 
Reigns. 



It Is Supposed That at Least 
Thirty People Lost Their 
LIvesi 



Now York, Oct. 20.— The big buildiniL- 
of Tarrant iS: Co., luakors of uiediciiKiK 
fcpecialties, standing at the northwest 
corner of Greenwich and AVarren: 
streotSj and filled with chemicals, took: 
fire in some way that may never btr 
known, at about 12:15 o'clock. Oue- 
lire company from Station 00 liad jusfc 
arrived when a terrific explosion oc- 
curred and threw the entire-engine c revs- 
down tie Stairway. The firemen, real- 
izing the danger of tlieir position, rusbefi; 
out of the building to the street. Tlic^ 
explosion had filled the street in frontr 
with jii, ehowec Of falling glosp .nn.d;,smalP 
debris; •\vhich sent the cro wd 'i that - "was- 
already gathered on the opposite side- 
walk Ueoing for safety. 

Tlic second explosion occurred about 
five minutes after the first, f'-oni tlii"- 
accounts of witnossefi. The building 
sqe^med, tO; leap [into, the air, and in a 
moment 'mass9s'„ot, Ijrick -wall, j,tinibers» 
and ,'stone' /,we'fe'..f(Uling,, into,, the,', s.tyeet- 
The force "of the■''ei!i!pl6sidtl^'|i;QreK'iwaJ^■ 
the walls: qf tthe bigvcouimlssid^'jistoro- 
housos fronting o'n "Washington street, 
and caused them to collapse, falling .alB 
at once in a mass of timbers, boxes and' 
barrels, from which tlie llaiiios biir'st 
out from the Tarrant building, like- the?- 
helchingt of , a cannon: , nti.oncofi broke- 

forth. .. ' ".. ,.. "; ■ . . ' 

Acrofls "WnrrcntBtroet'lO'thoropposite- 
bnildingfl the flames'lcaped, settlng'tliens' 
all afire at once, the force of ■ Iho' explo- 
sion demolishing windows and air 
wooden structures about the house. In 
a moment Warren street was chalked njK 
with a mas« of debris, and tlie whole?;, 
place was aflame. Tlie great (•xplofiioii- 
was followed by half a dozen thntr' 
were scarcely less intense. a:id by in 
countless nu^jiber of smalKvi' ones. 

Half an iiour after the first oxplo'iorei 
the streets for blocks around the viciiiitj' 
were crowded with fire nppavr'uri mif' 
a score of ambulances, while liiindi cd.sj- 
of police were being rush"d from all thcr- 
lower precincts of the .-jitv to form lines,. , 
and many priests from near-by pm shcai; 
were going here and there in tlio smoi<c— 
obscured tliorouglifares cheeking for in- 
jured who iniglit need tlieir a ,!. 

T''roni the bnrning district :i eolunni oC 
smoke w.'is rising high in the air, 
mingled with llames that could not be- 
controlled by the streams thrown upon- 
them. The second explosion carried de-- 
struetion in every direction. Tliat it: 
did not cause a wholesale losfi of lifo- 
was due to the fact that almost ters- 
minntes' warning came after the first" 
cry of fire — a cry that was a real warn-- 
ing to jieople who know the character of 
the ehemieals in the burning biiildiiigsr 
and fully five minutes occurred botweeri 
the first and . minor explosion, which 
warned everybody within; hearlng. '.and 
the second one. Immense.. , masses of 
masonry, pieces of cornice, great Ijeams, 
window casings, and an indcscribiible- 
mass of wreckoge of every descriptiouf 
tumbled suddenly into the .street in-- 
front of the building. The force of the- 
explosion had- thrown the firemen back: 
acro,'--.(? the street, so that they were' not- 
caught, but their escape from: the raiiv 
of d(!bris across the street wa's! almost, 
miraculous.. , , ,, .i . , 

The wreckage "was thrown .ncrossf 
through the 'windows of the. buildinsp- 
wherc the Irving National Bank is- 
located. The ' ofllces of the Irvine- 
bank and of Meeklom Bros., bankers- 
and brokers, were nearly wrecked. 

When Capt. McCluskey, of the detec- 
tive bureau, and his men w-ent in, how- 
over, they found about .SIO.OOO .seattored' 
in ronrusien over counters and floors. 

The explosion conipletol.v deinolislicd" 
windows along Greenwich street on 
both sides for three blocks in both 
directions. Tlio force of the expIosioi» 
w-as exerted horizontally across tha- 
street, skyliglits being carried aw-av 
if by a storm, and the casings of dooi-ri- 
broken away with the gl.'iss. In the- 
interioiv of the stores overytliing w.-iK. 
lie.-iped up in confusion. 

The explosion tore down the loiildiiig.t.^ 
to the west, the walls on the Washing- 
ton street side being hurled outw-ard tO" 
the street as if by ah internal explosion, 
instead of from Greenwich street, tbo 
end of tlio block. It wiis thoURht inrteea* 
that explosions had followed in those- 
buildings, but no cause for tliem coiildf' 
be found. 

The immense buildings of .T. IF. Molif-- 
ma'n & Co.. fronting on W:ishington' 
street, fiimply collapsed, a deluge (if 
barrels and boxes filled with fruit i-oll- 
ing out and forming a pile that reachort' 
half way across the street. -Vt tli(> tinie 
of the explosion barrete wore hurled in 
tbe air across Washington street, and 
set fire to tlie buildings to the -ivcst, 
threatening an extension of the confl.-ig^- 
ration in that direction, but tlio fireincri- 
deluged the Iiouses ami saved them. 

The only jierson known to liavp bopi?

VOLUNTEERS HOME. 

Magnificent ■Woleomo by London to 
C. L v.— Canadians Roach Quebec. 

London, Oct. 29.— The City Imperial 
Volunteers, who arrived at Southampton 
from South Africa on Saturday ou the 
British transport Aurnnia, reached here 
"by train this morning. They marched 
through London, along streets packed 
by thousands, and received a tuinultuous 
greeting. Such a demonstration was 
probably never before evoked for such ft 
sni:\ll body of volunteers. 

Tho postponement of London's wel- 
come until to-day diminished tho number 
of spectators, but the enthusiasm could 
scarcely be more general or genuine. 
Early in the day Queen Victoria sent a 
messxige to the returning troops, wel- 
coming them and inquiring as to their 
health. Tho I'rince of Wales came in 
town and viewed the procession from 
Marlborough House. Among the other 
royalties watching the little band of men 
in khaki uniforms were Princesfi Louise, 
the Duchess of Argyle, Prince Edward 
of Sa.xc- Weimar, and many other dis- 
tinguished people. 

All along the line of march there were 
^ag^: and other such devici's which h.'ul 
been u]) since Saturday. 

In addition to the City Lnperi.il Vol- 
unteers themselves. th(>re were in tho 
procession the bands of twelve volunteer 
regiments, ;\nd 24,01)0 regulars and 
volunteers lined the route. 

Among the most interesting features 
of Ihe display was the pres"nce in the 
procession of tho invalided •ity Imperial 
Volunteers in carriages. Hying the Red 
Gro.sw flag, and the afsemblage, at a con- 
spicuous i)0int on Fleet street, of the 
remaining survivors of the Balaclnvn 
charge. 

The locomotives which drew, the City 
Imperial Volunteer trains from South- 
ampton wore respectively named "Vic- 
toria," "Roberts." "Powerful" and "The 
Maine." To tho Inst-nnmed the invalids 
were entrusted.

Ghlna Offers to Pay Forty Million 
Pounds Indemnity to 
Powers. 



To Imprison Tuan for Life and 
to Make Large Con- 
cessions, 



London, Oi t. 30.— Tho Chinotio plenipo- 
tentiurioti have opened negotiations, says 
till' Chinese correspondent of the Daily 
K.\press, by proi>otsing that China should 
pay an indemnity of £40,000,000 sterling 
in sixty installments, agreeing that Pekin 
and the customs services should bo un- 
der foreign coutrol until the obligation 
ehould bo discharged. 

They also agree that Prince Tuan 
.should be imprisoned for life and 
tliat Tion Tsin should bo treated as an in- 
ternational district, and that other 
placiv; should be opened to foreign trade. 

China undertakes to abstain from pur- 
chasing war materiai abroad. 

In order to raise tho indemnity she pro- 
poses to double the import duties." 

Lord George Hamilton, secretary of 
state for India, baa received the following 
despatch, dated October 22, Pao Ting 
Fu. from Alfred Gafielee: ' 

"I have appointed an international 
commission to inquire into the murder of 
tho mifisionarice and railway otBcials, 
with a view of fixing the responsibility." 

In a despatch dated Pao Ting Fu, Oct. 
22, Gon. Gaseleo says that in pursuance 
of instructions from Field Marshal 
Count von Waldorfioe, tho British troops 
will return to Pekin and Tien Tsin, 
reaching their destination about Novem- 
ber 0. 

Paris, Oct. 20.— The Chinese niinislcr 
here cabled to Kini)eror Kwang Ilsn 
yesterday, urging His Majesty to return 
to T'ekin, pointing out that bis so doing 
would greatly facilitate the peace lu'go- 
tiations. 

The Havas Asroncy has received the 
following from Pekin: 

"The foreign envoys have had furthei- 
meetings, and the French note has been 
accepted in principle na the basis of the 
discussion. Li Hung Chang has in- 
formed tho legations of the poisoning of 
Yu Hsien. 

"The Austrian minister has arrived. 

"A company of French troops sent 
for a day's march west of Pekin to l id 
a district that was reported to be in- 
fested with Boxers, killecl eiglit reliels. 
took one prisoner, and captured a niit- 
raillense. 

"The internntion.'il column, now re- 
liirniiig from Pao Ting Fu, is pillaging 
lli(> villager en route. The armed popu- 
lation is being punished, and all arms 
are destroyed." 

Berlin. Oct. 20.— The foreign envoys 
in Pekin. saiil a fnreigM oflicinl tn-day, 
are still liolding con ference.s. but they, 
(■oiiiniiinicate to the coinniissioners oiilv 
such decisions as are nlliinately reached. 
.\ ilcf patch from Tien Tsin to the (Jer- 
nian aocrctary, dated yesterda.v, says: . 

"A German detachment ' attacked a 
force of Boxers nt Tsn Tu Chang, kill- 
ing .50. Two towns have been com- 
pletely destroyed b.v artillery."

CANTON EXPLOSION. 

Many Persons Killed In Attempt to 
Destroyed Governor's Yamen. 

Hongkong, Oct. ;^0.— A fioriou.s explo- 
sion occurred in Canton on Sunday 
morning. ]''onr houses near tho Gover- 
nor's yamen were destroyed and many 
persons killeil. It is rumored that tho 
scene of the explosion was the reform- 
ers' arsenal, which was full of powder 
and guncotton, and that the object was 
to destroy the yamen. , ,r. i , ' 



Steamer Amur, which returned from 
Skagway yesterday afternoon, had near- 
ly 200 passengers ou board wheu she 
left the North, but the majority were 
linemen and others of the telegraph 
construction company, who debarked at 
Vancouver. Included among those for 
Victoria were C. Dubois Mason, city 
solicitor, who haa been working bis min- 
ing properties at Atlin; W. W. Grime, 
from Atlin; ,T. K. Devlin, who has been 
agent for the White Puss railway at 
White Horse; W. B. McMickiug, who 
has been working on the telegraph line; 
und P. T. Richardson, of the northern 
mail service. 

Tho telegraph party under A. .L 
Charleson, nmny of whom were French- 
Canadians, were landed at Vancouver, 
at which port the steamer made a 
special call, being rushed down from the 
untinished line in onler to have them 
back in tjnebec in time to vole at thi' 
approaching elections. 

According to advice« brought by the 
returned linemen, six inches of ice cov- 
ered tho lakes nt the Stikino head when 
they left. 

The northern linemen found but one 
trace of the historic transcontinental 
wire which was projected and actually 
begun to connect North .Vmerica witli 
Europe via Siberia. 

On the very top of a lofty bald moun- 
tain near Telegraph creek thoy discov- 
ered a stake or surveyor's picket, which 
from its age thoy thought to bo a post 
marking a line of the old enterprise. 
Tidegraph- creek, it will be remembered, 
was so named on account of its connec- 
tion with the old line. 

1'lie couritrnction crew of the southern 
end have freiinently run across the re- 
mains of the intercontinental project. 
In many places the wire is still nii. and 
no little delay has ^een caused by it. 
Trow of considerable size have grown 
up around the wire, ami when they are 
cut for th(> now lino lodge in the wiro 
and caiiso no end of tronlile. Mr. 
Charleson has a unique memento in the 
sbajie of a sei'tion of a large bircii tree 
which hail grown aroiuai anil enibeilded 
the wire during the many years which 
have passed since the line was put up 

George White l'"'razer, who ha« been 
deinarking the interprovineial boundary 
lietween Kiitish Columbia and the 
Yukon, has completed his labors, and in 
company with his wife is returning to 
A'ictoriii. On all of the hassardous jour- 
ney through the trackless Northwefit 
wilderness, Mrs. White Frazer accom- 
panied her husband. 

In April last tho start was made from 
Bennett. A packer and a cook were 
tho only helpers accompanying the ongi- 
noer and his wife. Unlike tho contested 
portion of the Alaska boundary, the 
interiirovincial British Colunibia-l'ukon 
line takes its bearing from the utars, the 
flOth parallel of latitude being the divid 
ing line. Mr. White Frazer's work was 
of a [ireliminary nature, though it com 
prised all of the intricate work of local 
ing the line. At certain station.s — 
notably the crossings of large rivers and 
on mountain peaks — the astronomical 
instruments were set up, a temporary 
camp made, and when the line w.as 
located it was markeil by a momuueiit. 
From these monuments it will be a sim- 
ple matter for a surveying party to 
mark out the line. In speaking of his 
trip :\rr. White Frazer said: 

•■Our path lay through n very rough, 
wild country, and after leaving the 
region adjacent to tho starting point, 
wo mot with no one until wo came out 
at the head of the Porcupine. For a 
greater part of the distance our work 
took us above timber line. The Alsec 
riviT. along which we worked for a con- 
siderable distance, is a turbulent stream 
and the country it traverses is badly 
broken up, with freiinenf iirecipiloiis 
clifTs and nionntains. which made travel- 
linu' dilllcnlt and hazardous. The re^'ioii 
seemed to lie but little known to niaii, 
liiit seemed to lie niineral-beiiring. and 
near the Porcupine freiineillly sIiowimI 
coal signs." 

The N. A. T. mine at Cliff creek, 00 
miles below Dawson, lina completed n 
contract to ship 3,000 tons of coal to 
Da wson. 

The Amur reports that much snow has 
fallen in the .N'orth. Much ice was run- 
ning in the Pelly anil Yukon", and it is 
believed the river will bo frozen solid 
ere now. There was six inches of snow 
on White Pass, while from Wrangol 
northward the snow Is said to be down 
to tho water's edge, and the lower 
ranges are covered with a vorv heavy 
fall. 

The remainfl of the late Martin Stone, 
mate of the river steamer Clifford Rif- 
ton. who was drowned in Tldrty-Mile 
river, as told in these columns, were 
bromrht down by the Amur, for inter- 
ment liere.

If by the British proforonco articles 
•<'xclusivcly the product oC the Unitcil 
Khigdom' aloi^e were admitted at a re- 
tlneed rate of duty, there would be less 
<>l)joct!oii to it. But this is not tlic cnao. 
Tlio United Kingilfui opoiis its prodiict 
freely to tlie produce of the world, and 
in consequence many of the exports are 
made up, to a very large degree, of the 
products of other countries, and nil that 
5s British in them is the labor. TJiis is 
the underlying principle of British. Jfree 
trade.. Raw materials, in VfiAcb prop- 
■orly are included the necessarice of life, 
.are admitted duty free, and with the 
yhenp inatorinls thus obtained British 
labor is able to turn out finished pro- 
ducts which can successfully compete in 
«1I parts of the world. ' Take for 
■oxamplo articles into the ninnufneturi' 
■of which su^ar enters. Tlie United 
TCingdom produees no eugar. It Uuys 
largely of sugar produced on the conti- 
nent under the stimulus of a bounty. 
"This supar made up into various nrtioles 
of export in the United KiuHdoni, finds 
lis wa.v to Canada and is admitted under 
the preferential tiirilT. Thus while ap- 
parently directly oxtondini; tlie benefit 
of the preferential tariff only to the 
United Kin;;iloin, we are really (livinfr 
Mither countries the nilvnntn^re of it, iiiul 
in so fur as the products of other coun- 
trietr coming by w.ay of Great Biitain. 
after some labor has been ext>endi'd on 
them are concerned, the preference is 
pot British alone, but is a breakini; 
<lowu of the principle of protection. 
jNIr. W. II. Price treats this subject in 
an interview which we publish to-day.

<-heaply manuf.-icturi'd soap I'rnm Great 
Britain arc bcinj; iinporleil by local ileal- 
iMTi, and the honie-mauufactured article 
Is forced oiit,of the market to a consider- 
able extent'. ""Now, Mr. Pendray's er;- 
tablishmont alone t:ive&. duploynn-nt to 
32 hands, all of whom receive ^'ood 
wages and make their homos here. Is 
It in tlie interest of the city that this 
«stablishuient be maintained? We think 
■every" one will answi'r in the adirma- 
■tive. ''But Mr. Pendrny says he cannot 
})0«sibly compet(> with the imported 
article— not that his product is in any 
way inferior in quality, hut because be 
pays his employees l)etter wa^es and 
•the co.st of production is correspondingly 
ililsher. AVill Messrs. lliley and Drury 
.or some of the orators who are assist- 
ing thorn in the campniKU say what Mr. 
T?ondray is to do under the circum- 
:«tances? Perhaps they will offei* the old 
•i<tock arfrument that the consumer is 
s^ettiuK the benefit. This may be cor- 
rect in a sense, but if the argument is 
carried out to its logical conclusion, it 
•follows ' tliat if Victoria.'^ wore swamped 
with cheaply-manufactured Koods and

;i~3?:ictoHa has a large number of grow- 
ing manufacturing industries which are 
the pride of her citizens.

Is it desirable t.iat these em- 
ployees should bo deprived of an oppor- 
tunity- to labor? The answer is no; 
but that is exactly what is being done 
to a very considerable ?xtent under the 
operation "of the much-Vaiidcd preferen- 
tial tariff.

With 
Mr. Helmckeu's advice the Colonist is 
ia hearty accord. Nothing Is so good a 
safeguard against young men yielding to 
the temptations which have a debasing 
influeuce than taking an active interest 
in healtliy sport. The J. B. A. A. is do- 
ing an excellent work, and we hope its 
membership will be largely increased;' 

There is a remarkable apathy shown 
by the people of the provbice in regard 
to the work of the Chinese commission 
appointed by the Dominion government. 
Ac a very early date that commission 
will sit at the principal cities, for the 
purpose of taking evidence; and it would 
seem to be an act of wisdom ou the part 
of Trades and 'Labor Coun- 
cils and all labor bodies to 
be prepared to etate their side 
of the case. It is true that in some quar- 
ters the impression prevails that the Lau- 
rier government is trilling with the mat- 
ter and that there is an extreme likeli- 
hood of the preeent administration not 
being in power after November 7; but 
the ((uestion is one of vital interc'st to 
the people of this province, and ought not 
to be dealt with lightly. It may be men- 
lioued in this connection that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier is on record /as saying that liis 
government' will "'meet the 'wishes pf the 
people of the 'Westl" ' .' '

KvL'r at their poist of duty, 
f'iey had vigilantly watched every chance 
and never misled an opiiortuiuty to ad- 
vance the clahns of Victoria and British 
Columbia. In those days the Western 
members— four from the Territories and 
live from Manitoba, -with Britisli Colum- 
bia'a quota— formed a solid little party, 
-which battled for the rlghte of the great 
"NVost,' and of that band, he assured 
thrm, their representatives, Messrs. 
I'rior and Earle, were foremost in their 
earnest work for the good of the coun- 
try. (Applau.se.) Mr. MacDowall then 
called upon Col. Prior. 

Col. I'rior was liatteringly received. Ho 
wati i)roud to see fio many representative 
citizens present. The Liberals made tha 
escuso that their meeting, held in the 
same hall last week, was eliinly attend- 
ed because everybody hjid made up his 
mind to vote for Drury and Eiley. Well, 
he was glad to eee so many there to- 
night; it proved that Coneervatives were 
not afraid of their principles. He dis- 
niisfied the Liberal canard as to his and 
Mr. Earle's contemplated retirement as 
ridiculoufi. (Appla-use.) He asked Con- 
servatives and Liberate -who were sup- 
porting him and Mr. Earle to vote the 
straight ticket; let there be no ".splitting" 
of TOtos. lie had been accufied of throw- 
ing cold water ou the jiroposal to send 
the Fifth Kegimcnt band to England. 
There was not a grain of truth in the 
Htory. He had done everything possible 
to assist Bandmaster Finn in his scheme 
and M'as prepared to help in every way, 
but there was one thing ho did object to. 
lie had boon told tliat many of the old 
bandsmen, who had helped to make the 
band what it ifi to-day, were to be left at 
home, and their places filled by nm.si- 
c'UiiiH from the States. He could not ap- 
jirove of this; indeed, he protested against 
it strongly. If the band went to Eng- 
land, let it go representative of Victor?a, 
a Canadian band, not a "scratch" band 
composed of Yankee players. (Applause.) 

He and Mr. Earle stood before them 
once more, an tli^y had on several other 
occasions, asking the support of the elec- 
tors of Victoria as Conservatives, pledg- 
ed to the unalterable principles of the 
("oiitiervative party— the principles which 
had stood the ttwt of a Quarter of a cen- 
trry. the ])rincii)les which our friends, 
the enemy, had found so unassailable — 
after they had stolen their way into 
liower "under tlie false pretence of giv- 
ing the (■oiintry free trade — that thej" 
adoptei! them almost in their entirety. 
The Liberals claim that Canada is pros- 
perous under their rule. He admitted 
the prosperity; ho thanked Heaven that 
Canada is prosperous; but he protested 
against the Liberals seeking credit for 
i*hls satisfactory condition. l'ro.si)ority is 
general over the civilized world. The 
United States is prosperous with her 
high protective tariff; Great Britain is 
prosperous with her free trade principles; 
Franco is prosperous, so is Geniiany, 
.•lo is Belgium. Tliere is a wave of pros- 
perity, but the prosperity which Canada 
enjoys is the result of the wise, states- 
manlike policy of the Ooii.servative par- 
ly, which the Liberals opposed and de- 
iionncod for 18 years and then adopted. 
Thoy never made the slightest attempt to 
carry out thidr free trade principles; their 
tariff for revenue had reduced the Con- 
servative protective taritt' by lees than 
one-half f of 1 per cent., while they hud 
increased the expenditure by $11,000,000, 
and the public debt by over 
.?7,000,000. So recreant had the 
leaders proven to tlie trust re- 
po*;ed in them by the Liberal party at 
l.iige that many prominent men were de- 
serting them, disgusted with their breach- 
t-s of faith— ,Tohn Charlton, Mr. Cook, 
who had been asked .flO.OOO for a sen- 
atorship, Mr. Killaiu, of Halifax, and 
scores of other life-long Liberals were 
deserting the party which had thrown all 
its jdedges overboard and broken every 
in-omise. ( A iiplau.se.) 

Col. I'rior then (luoted Laurier, Mulock, 
Cartwright and others on alleged Con- 
servative extravagances, and their iirom- 
ises' of retrenchment and economy, if re- 
turned to power, lie scored the Liberals 
for the BcandaloTifi way in which they 
had broken all precedents in awarding 
large .conjtracts to political friends and 
favorites without calling for tenders and 
at Mchorbitant pdices.v {Applause.} 

The Tualadmiiiistration of the Yukon 
was so well known to many present Hiat 
he felt it almost unnecessary to dwell 
upon the subject. He ventured to say 
that no man who had attempted to do 
business in that district would deny that 
it ■v.-.iis the wor.st heap of offlciul cnrrup- 
ion that ever existed. (Applause.) It 
had. come to a pretty pass in that coun- 
try when an hone 



would go down in history as one of the 
most disgraceful political jobs on record. 
Through it !Mr. Tarte was onahlod to 
buy his paper, La Patrie, and Green- 
shields, who manipulated the deal, 
made hundreds of thousands of dollar.s 
profit. -> 

The emergency rations scandal was 
then reviewed. Col. Prior giving a cmn- 
plete history of how four or five trunks 
full of rotten dog biscuits we're imported 
from the States, packed and labelled at 
the roar of a Montreal drug shop, and 
sent to our brave boys in Africa to 
sustain them in times of unusual hard- 
ship. Sir "Wilfrid Laurier had pro- 
nounced the perpetrator of this crime as 
infamous and deserving oC condign pun- 
ishment, yet he escaped tlie conse- 
quences, whitewashed by a majority ro- 
j-ort of a bouse coniniittee; but so "glar- 
ing was the inconsisfoncy of the govern- 
ment in this case that the repurt was 
only adopted by a mujority of 14. made 
up of the ministers themselves', instead 
of tlio nsnal majority of over .'lO, their 
folli>w(>rs deeliniiiu' to connfeiiance the 
enormity. (.Applause.) 

'nie speaker then (]uoted Sir "Wilfrid 
Laurior's celebrated utt(>ranee on send- 
ing the contingents to Africa, remark- 
ing that, while he hesitated to suninioii 
(iiirliament to deal ivith that (|iiostion. of 
such importance to tlie lOmiiire. lie bad 
II" hesitation to issue (Jovernor-Oen- 
eial's warrants ^vlyi^ money was want- 
ed for a harbor deal or other gnverii- 
mi'iit job. (Applause.) The Colonel 
here paid an eloquent tribute to the 
volunteers in .SnuUi Africa, which was 
reeep-ed with chcpi'M. 

Mr. Blair's economical railway oil 
contract then eanie under revimv." and 
nincli laughter was canseil by the Minis- 
ter of Kail ways' iiigennoiis explanation 
tliiit. tile high priciv; paid for tlii> oil 
would b(> counterbalanced by the care 
exercised by the C(nitractors in seeing 
that the railway men would not waste 
oil. 

'Hie West Elgin and other Ontario 
election framls wen' the next subjeet 
touched upon, and It was shown that 
tlie Liberals liad manipulated a wide- 
snread sclienie for defeating the will of 
tlie jieople by bare-faced ballot-stiitling 
and other dishonorable election tricks. 

The Times had attempted to deiiv the 
jobbery in connection with the sales of 
binder twine, bnt it had been proved 
beyond the shadow of doubt that the 
twine was sold to •certain well-known 
Liberal firms at prices that enabled 
thorn to make enormons profits nt tile 
expense of the farmers. The fallacy 
that the trouble wnfi caused by the price 
of the raw material was exposed by the 
fact that the Farmers' Binder iSvine 
Factory company bad made a profit on 
its year's output of over 100 per cent. 
(Applause,) 

The conteniptiblo conduct of the 
government with regard to the Darcy 
Islaiiil lepers was shown up by the 
Colonel in gl.aring colors. The favorit- 
ism i^liown to Eastern provinces in this 
respeet was in such marked contract to 
the pitiful economy exercised in British 
Cobinibia. (.\pplause.) 

The s]ieaker charged the government 
with flooding the great M'estern prov- 
inces with the scum of Europe, paying 
a bonns af 9."> a head to agents for 
securing filthy, degraded and igmiraiil 



just on the eve of the election, dredging 
-jvork hud been ordered in. Victoria har- 
bor. The post olhce was built by the 
Conservatives— the Liberals ■ roofed it, 
and they point with much pride to that 
achievement. The ritle raages had been 
a duigrace, but no argument waa sulh- 
cicntJy strong to induce the government 
to do anything for dt; till just now— gust 
ou the eve of election— they are hurrying 
the work most zealously — curious coinci- 
dence, elections and petty public im- 
provements should run together. (Laugh- 
ter and applau.se.) One thing he wotUd 
credit the Liberals with having done, 
'.rhey had built several uew light houses 
oil this coast, but the Vukon trade made 
tlusc iiidi.-ipensible, the exigcuckti of 
thiu trade had forced them to erect 
them. They had drawn ii>-15,000 from our 
fisheries and only paid back a beggarly 
.•^illi.UUU. The uufair position taken by 
Or. Borden in the Macaulay i'oint 
claims was brietly explained, and then 
the speaker meuctuued the generous man- 
ner in which the govcruuieut had reward 
ed their friends m the mutter of judg 
ships and collector^hiins of customs, pro- 
viding for 15 during their short reign, 
while the Conservatives ia 18 years had 
only appointed 17 or IS. 

The Liberal candidates are arguing 
the futility of Victoria electing Conser- 
vatives, using the dishoiutst [ilea that the 
city's interests would be iguuied 
hou.se largely composed ut Lilierals. The 
mural instincts of the electors would be 
outraged by such an argunieiit, and it 
woulii only serve to insure his and .Mr. 
Larle's election. Why should the Liber- 
als be so conlideiit ol a renewal of their 
power. Sir Charles Tuppcr hail been 
twitted with making a wrong estimate— 
of being a false prophet, whea he claim 
ed victory for the -Oonaervatives, but it 
must be remembered that Sir Charles had 
prophesied right 5 times out of 0, and the 
chances are largely in favor of his being 
right ou the present occasion and that 
once more the Liberals will be snowed 
under. (.Vpplause.) There were two 
tliing.s ill tlio I^ibcrals' favor, first, they 
hail plenty of boodle and they were us 
iiig It wnh a free band, and secondly, 
tile eeliiili-.\- In eiijoyiiij; the prosjierity 
wliieu is tlie lesnlt ot Conservative states- 
manship, but of which they claim the 
nierit. ■ tApplause.j They pride them- 
selves iu their inauguration of preferen- 
tial, trade with Great Britain. Conser- 
vatives were the first to declare for pre- 
ferential trade with the Motherland, but 
they asked that the preference be mutual, 
that the mother give her children the 
preference against the straager nations. 
(Applause.) .V few years ago Laurier de- 
cared for unrestricted reciprocity, or 
free trade, with the United States, and 
uiscriiiiiiiation against Great Britain, 
'liial puliey, if carried out, would have 
uilneii (Janadian industries for the bene- 
lit of United States maiiuCacturers, and 
to the detriment of those of Great Brit- 
ain. But, later c:i, Laurier changed his 
tactics, when he went to the Queen's 
.luliilee and led the procession, a nobiu 
figure, a magnilicenl personality. His 
avowed object then was to secure that 
mutual preference that had been suggest- 
ed to him by the Conservatives, and 
what did he do'/ Mr. Chambcrhiin told 
him and the other colonial premiers, that 
any offer of mutual preference in trade 
which they were prepared to make would 
not bo mot with a blank refusal, but the 
glitter of bis new knighthood dazzled Sir 
Wilfrid, the Cobden Medal hanging at 
his breast, overweighted his country's 
needs, he threw Canada like a rino ap- 
ple into the lap of the British manufac- 
turer, asking nothing in return. 'ITie 
other colonial premiers were amazed and 
disappointed, but could do nothing— Lau> 
rier had sacrificed them all. The present 
arrangement is not a fair one. British 
goods allowed to enter on special terins 
are brought into competition with home 
luanufact-urers. I'rices are reduced, it 
is true, but at tlie cost of lower wages 
to the Canadian workman. Xor is that 
the worat feature. German, French and 
Belgium goods, partly niamifact ured, are 
taken to free-trade England, finished and 
packed there and sent to Canada, under 
tJie pref-jrence, thus bringing the Can- 
adian workman into direct competition 
with the underpaid workmen of Europe. 
I.'oyalty to the Empin; does not rcQulre 
that we sacrifice our workmen and our 



had servcil them well, he asked them to 
vote for both and not split any ballots.

This w'as mere tenipciri/,- 
iiig; the boss Chinamen woiibl jiay the 
additional .•JfiO and their nnfortunate 
serfs would continue to be poured into 
the country in an iininterriipted stream. 
The Japaiiesi' governiuent, piciued liy 
the opposition to their iieophv landing on 
our shores, had taken measures to re- 
strict emigration, but the " yellow 
plague" would continue unabated. (.Ap- 
plause.) The government had aiipointcd 
a commission to enquire into Cliinese 
Immigration, hut where were the com- 
missioners? One had taken unto him- 
self a wife and was on his honeymoon;

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Portland Manufacturers Write 
to the Council In That 
Connection. 



Special Committee Regarding 
the Establishment of the 
Mint in Victoria. 



At the luectlni; ot the city council last 
nluht a letter was read from C, J. Allan. Of 
the Portland llice Xllllg. rcsaraina' the'-es-. 
tablishmeut of rice mllU la Victoria. The 
writer said: 

".My associates aad myself are aboat to 
establish a rice nianufnetnrlns business at 
.some point in British Columbia on the 
Coast. AVe expect to Handle about twenty- 
live tons per day of the manufactured ar- 
ticle, and will Import raw material very 
largely from China £.nd Japan, shipping the 
product to Eastern points. We have seen 
by the newspapers that the Great Northern 
or Its connections, are likely soon to reach 
Victoria. 

"I sbould bo glad If yon would comnm- 
nlcjite with -mc, at your earliest convent 
ence, what facilities there are for obtaining 
ilea for a manufactory of this kind, and 
I her matters la connection With the es- 
talillHhment . of our business at 'Victoria, 
and whether or not any concessions could 
be obtained In tho way of exempttbn from 
taxation, free wbarfage facilities, or other 
eneouraKenients of a Himllar nature, to In- 
e the establl.shuieut of our nianufac 
luring Interests there. 

Kindly give us as much information as 
you can upon the pobits mentioned in niy 
letter, and other matters which you think 
Mould be of interest to me In this connec- 
tion." 

This was referred to the Mayor and elty 
clerk to furnish the ni'cossary iaforiuatlon. 

rnest A. Kennle, of Uamlitou, wrote 
asking for a iiiiip showing the position of 
I'iirey island and information regardiuif tho 
leiiers. He said; 

"I notlee in the reiiorts of ItittS that the 
condition of the lei.er.s was very bad, with 
a worse outlook for the future uulesj care 
lould be taken of theui. How many lepers 
are there now, and iu what coudlthin arc 
they; and is there any nurse or proper per- 
son ou the Island to look after and care for 
them? Please give me us much and as full 
information as you can. I have been to 
Oitawa once In regard to the lepers In the 
West, and I have created Interest in On- 
tario and In the far East In regard to them. 
'I'lie Synod of Nova Scotia passed a resolu- 
tion and sent It to Ottawa. The uus<ro» 
of tho minister of agriculture to that reso- 
lution does not properly answer the matter. 
He excuses his department from taking cure 
ot the lepers In the West, because, he says, 
the cure of the sick In ench province Is a 
matter that belongs to the care of the Indi- 
vidual province. lie says that the care o£ 
lepers In the East is an altogether different 
matter, that they are cared for because of 
a clause In the Confederatlou Act of the 
i rovlnee of Xew ISruuswick. 

•'.Now la the history uf the la/.aretto at 
•J'racadle, .N. 1!., It is stated that the luzar- 
elto was not taken over at the lime of euu- 
feiioratlon, as a ho.spltal of oiarliie was, 
hut that the care of the lepers was taken 
over some years later (about ten.) 

"Now, for my own liiformatlou, I got a 
lawyer to look up the matter and 1 was 
told tliat there Is uu such condition in the 
(Jonfederatloii .-Vet. It would be well for 
the people in the West to have tho matter 
looked up. 

"It Is iny personal opinion that the lepers 
can never lie jiroperly cured for so far away 
fiuni supplies, ut leust that , Is the experi- 
ence of the Institution at Tracadle, As 
long as they bad the lepers out on the 
island, they were not properly cared for, 
hut whea they wcr^ brought on the maiu- 
h.nd, they could be visited and they were 
then near to supplies. 

"Tliere Is no reaiion why the lepers could 
am be put In Isidalion hospital souiewhere 
near Vieloriii, 'i'he lazaretto is right in the 
village of Traeaille, with about four or live 
lle.eK iif land aii.iut the Inillillllg." 

A. Campbell HeiMIe, deputy provincial 
seerelary, wrote aeknowledging the receipt 
of the coancH'H letter of the :Hjth lust., and 
stilled that the applleallon for the transfer 
of Ihe idd eeiiietery on tjiiadra street to the 
corporation had been referred to the Chief 
roninilssloner of Lands and Works and was 
reielvlug attention.

Hlshop Orth, Koiiian Catholic Ulshop of 
Vancouver Island, wrote Inviting the Mayor 
and council to attend the ladles' bazaar 
this evening.

(Col. Prior, who had said 
he could stand as Capt. 'WolleyV i)oliti- 
cal father, liad just gone nut.) (T>augh- 
ter.) I forgot I hail to follow him, and 
.after such a 6-peeeb as you have heard 
from him, yon will agree with me that 
mine it} no easy part. I feel now that 
Mr. Slonn did not malip such n mistake 
after all in carrying his narso about 
witli Uiin. (Luughter.) I, however, 
have brought my political father along 
with me to take all the shine out of mc. 
(Laughter.) Yes, I confesw I am always 
timid in the prosenco of the la<Iies, but 
I have never e.vperienced that sensation 
in the pret=Pnce of men. T have been a 
proat deal addicted to sport, and I liavo 
done a great deal to promote it in this 
country. (Applause.) Nanaimo, gentle- 
men, breeds a race of downright British 
sportsmen, and when T come before such 
an audience as Nanaimo can turn out, 
T don't nsk for fair play, because I know 
jolly well I'll get it. (.Vpplause.") I'm 
not going to ask everybody here to agree 
witli the sentiments whicli I shall e\-- 
prcrts, liecause I know all of them won't. 
Nor am T going to make niy sentiments 
agreej|vilh theirs. The principles which 
I pnftss, the political creed in which I 
l>elieve, I M>'hl long before I had the 
honor of being nominated for this or 
.mv other constituency. If it costs me 
niv chance of being returned as your 
representative. I'll not deviate from 
tliose princip'es wbicli T believe right, 
■not hv one hair's breadth. (.Applause.) 
1 come before you as a straight Con- 
servative, and I have every right to say 
so. I have been in this province since 
1W>, and there's not a single man in 
this province who daros aver I have 
been anvthing else, or have ever ex- 
pressed any thnnt'lit of turning from 
straight Conservatism. When I was 
at Extension it was said to me in a rail- 
ing way: "Oh. yes, yoii'll go back to 
the house a Topper man." Certainly if 
T go hack to thnt lioiif^e I ahall not fail 
to give our honored loader thnt support 
which he deserves, but I should not be 
in any way bound, and T consider that I 
should be within my rights as a straight 
Coneervative in exercising thnt freedom.

If you are going to 
send me to the lioucie — and 1 believe you 
will — it shall lie as a straiglit Conserva- 
tive. If yi)u elect a straigiit i)arty num, 
you can kick him from here to Hong- 
kong if he does not stick to the prin- 
cipleb he enunciated. Now, I hold here 
tliree addresses. The first is a very big 
one, and carries tlie picture of a very 
line looking follow on the outside. 
(Laughter.) The next has a great deal 
of common sense in it, with the most of 
wliich I do not agree. (Laugliter.) It 
is by It.ilph Smith. The other is a little 
fellow, but till' best of them, because it 
is perfect, ;uid in the principles set forth 
thi're I am in perfect accord. It is by 
myself. Laughter.) 

Capt. Wolley then read Mr. Ralph 
Sndth's platforux, auf}. continued: 

I propose to conduct this campaign in 
a fair way, and 1 shall make no personal 
attacks on either of the two gentlemen 
opposed to me, hut if any of their sup- 
porters go a little beyond the Hue, they 
must look out for hard knocks in return. 
Ualph Smith, I believe, is an honest and 
capabli^ man( cheers from Smith's sup- 
porters), but, I tliink, a misguideil one. 
Tliat I mufit say, if it costs nu.' this elec- 
tion. 1 liave heard Mr. Sloan, and I 
have also heard his own Itillv talking 
for him (laughter), hut .Mr. Smith 1 met 
to-day for the lirst time. Mr. .Smith 
declares he was nominated by the in- 
telligent electors of this <listrict. Now, 
I would not have said that, hccaune it is 
giving a very nasty slap in the face to 
men who may turn round and vote tor 
him, ivhich is apt to make then) look 
like a lot of jnckasses according to this 
statement. (Laughter.) That is one 
mistake Mr, Smith made. lie alaimn 
he's endorsed, 1 think, by the l^iherals, 
and also l)y Labor, and it in commonly 
reported that he's endorsed by capital, 
i)i the person of Mr. Samuel "HL Rollins. 
It is also said that he is endorsed by the 
head of the Liberal party, but not by 
the local Liberals. Tlie nniiu body of 
the Liberals in which Mr. Smith lives 
do not endorse him. Again, i)e says he 
is endoi-sed by labor, but according to a 
neu-si)aper report, whicli I have never 
seen conti-adicled, he is not endorsed by 
the labor unions of his own immediate 
vici))ity. If that is so, ladies and gentie- 
n)en, you have in .^Ir. Smith a house 
diviileil against itself— or, rather, two 
houses. He's not solid with the Lib- 
erals, and he's not soliil with labor. The 
strange part of it is that he is hit hard- 
est where he's know]i best. Labor at 
a (lista)ice nt.akes Itini its head; lalior at 
home says, "We don't want him." 
(Noisy protestf^.) Well, gentlemen, I'll 
leave thnt to yon to decide whether it is 
true or not. I believe I ara ub.'tolutelv 
accurate in stating that the Liberals 
here did not endorse him. As to Mr. 
Robins I speak with re.spect. for what 
I know of him is as Roixl as can be. He 
has handled any trouble amongst liis 
laborers with flrtniiess and wisihnn. He 
has tr(>ated Die with kittdness and cour- 
tesy. I know he's ag.aittst ))]e. but if I 
wanted a char:icter for aliility or foi- 
honesty I'd go to .Mr. Robins, and I 
know he'd not deny nie. Rut the con- 
nection between him and Mr. Smith is 
unfortu))ate. The man wlio represents 
labor shotild not be handicapiied by any 
connection with capital. (.Vpiil.ause.) It 
is perfectly true that in niy owti i)lat 
form I hav(f enunciated ti)e princiiih 
that the duty of every good citizen is ti 
do all he can to promote harmony be- 
tween capital and labor. That is.' that 
a man should be on fairly frietnlly ternts 
with both, but should not be tieil 
either.' The man who does not owe 
position to the capitalist is the man who 
can best wrve the two clns«es. Re 
iiKMnber, gentlemen, the charge is made 
by Mr. SrcThhes; it is not my charge 
With ine it is pretty much the old cry 
"Worry! Worry! Worry! You kill tbi 
fox and I'll take the brusi)." (Laugh- 
t<'r.) You fight it out amongst your- 
selves.) If .Mr. Meliines tells the truth, 
then Air. Smit'n b:is no right to b(> elect- 
ed. If what Air. South says is correct, 
then Mr. .Sloan ought not to ex|iert your 
support. .Mr. Mclnnes said at the Iv\- 
tension tneeting that if what Sujith said 
:ilii)Ut standing squarely on his iilntforin 
were true. Then it was the lirst time he 
had evi'r stooil s(|uar(>ly on anytliiiii:. 
W(dl, I dim't know— that's what- Me- 
Innes said. He also s.-iid Smith hail 
not the etulor-'atiim of a isingle labor or- 
ganization. He had not got the labor 
cnmmissionership. but Billy said that 
when f?mith was defeated he would drop 
comfortably into that. Well, gentle- 
men, as I have said. I don't know, but 
the onus of thnt charge rests upon Mr. 
Slnati and Rc>solution William. fLangli- 
ler and applause.) I'm tightinir tlie 
idatfoiiii. and not the )na)i: and on 
several g]-iiunils. but principally because 
he'n ii Liberal and I'm a Coasei-vative. 
It is very hard, though, to say where 
either of my onponents is at. Wliat 
we want as l-5rilish ( 'olnniliians .■ue 
men strong ennngli to light our li;ittles 
for us. If we send men sulliriently 
strong to make oui- weight fell, we can 
get the things done tor us tliat we want 
done. We want (o get certain things 
for rtritish Colunibiii, and we w:i)it to 
send the best men. If the ladies were 
not present. I should like to say what 
nti Independent really isf laughter), hut 
I may say that he i^ neither fi.ih. flesh, 
fowl or good red herring flnughtc)')— 
he's abeoluteLv no use to anybody; he's 
partly' of the one antl partly of the 
other, and what he says is utterly dis- 
regarded. The mait who asks for the 
votes of the Libei-iils and the votes of 
Labor, and wants the endorsn tioii of 
the Cnnservativos is a man wd)o'il lie 
all things to all men. and will end bv 
bi'ing nothing to anybody. I Tioticn in 
Mr. Smith'H platform a great ileal .about 
his record. Col. Prior s.aid enoueli 
about my record to 'make ini' blush. 
I'd be triad to find atiyhodv w)io could 
find a flaw in that record in the seven- 
teen year« I've been anioni.'st you. 
Some 'of the plan'-s In Mr. Smith's olat- 
form are impracticable, however desir- 
able. Others are bronirbt fiirwi)rd in 
the wrong [ilace. and show a s))rprisini.' 
ignorance of pul-.Iic afTti'rs on th" part 
of such V man as Mr. S)nitl). One of 
them in nbsolnt'dv ruinous to th" conoti- 
tntion under which we live. He t^lks 
ahout free compulsorv e(|ucntloh. I nm 
not a very old nolltlcian.; and I >'>''not 



here and liiere. but I do know that any- 
thing^hbout education has to be dealt 
■wlth'in the provincial house. Of course 
if there were any very gross departures 
from established practice, tht? federal 
house would deal with them, but for all 
ordinary purposes the provincial house 
is the place. X don't know whether Mr. 
Smith is aware that we have in this 
province the best free education that 
Canada boaets of. Mr. Smith wants an 
eight-hour day. Very good, but I would 
like him to go a little further and ex 
tend that to politics. (Laughter.) He 
also wants a government inspector for 
all industries. Thnt is also for the local 
house. We have Mr. Mclnnos' word for 
it that when Mr. Smith .had an opportu- 
nitv of pressing this in the house he 
failed to do so. I don't know whether 
that is so or not. Then he wants the 
prohibition of Asiatic Immigration by 
educational tost. He wants the Chinese 
driven out of the country. I licartily 
agree with that; we are all agreed on 
that. In fact I was advocating that in 
a different way three or four years ago, 
over my own signature. Mr. Smith 
wants the li;200 deposit for candidates 
nboliidied. I think that would be 
wrong. We have finite enough politi- 
cians trying to get into the house al- 
I'eady, hut if that wore abolisITed, 
Heaven knows how many more politi- 
cians a fellow would have to light. 
iLaughtc)-). 

Ml-. .Smith would endeavor to nronioto 
harmony between capital and labor. I 
believe from the bottom of my heart 
that the establishment of thorough har- 
)nony between labor and capital is the 
b:isis upon which the prosperity of 
e\-ery country must depend, (Applause.) 
Labor would starve without capital, and 
capital would be helpless without labor. 
I'he life of the one is bound up in the 
life of the other. Mr. Smith wants 
compulsory arbitration, but I believe the 
end is to be obtained by gentler methods 
than this severely arbitrary way. The 
workingman would he throwijig away 
his strongest weapon if such legislation 
were adopted. Caiiital is always bound 
to eoiiie to terms with labor in the long 
run. Hut supposing we had compulsory 
arbitration, who is going to enforce the 
decrees, of the arbitrator? Say a man 
owns a mine and :i decree goes against 
bill) and he won't submit, what then? 
.\re you going to conliseate liis prop- 
erty? Would not that simply be mak- 
ing matters still worse'; Then. at;ain 
labor is an likely to lot^e as capital, am 
if it lost, what could be done with 
thousand workmen who refused to snl 
mitV Put them in jaol? That would 
tak(> two thousand policemen at least 
and the cost would bankrupt tlie coun 
try. I'd like to know who the deuce is 
going to imprison a thousand men who 
have lost on a compulsory arbitration 
I would certainly like tn see arbitrati 
but not this kind. There ia another 
kind which is backed b.v the strongest 
influence known— the influence of public 
opinion. 

Voice— Why does compulsory arbitration 
"ink so suceessfnily In Australia? 

-Mr. Wolley— I'm a Fellow of the Koyal 
OeograpUlcal Soclet.v, but I don't oretcnd to 
know all that's going on In other countries 
l esldes my own. I don't even know that 
It has been a succes.s In Australia. Mr. 
Smith wanto leglHlatlon to prevent the eiu- 
1-loynicat of elilldron under 12. Now, who 
ever lieanl of children miller 12 being 
ployed la this province? I certainly never 
illil. liesliles, this ciiiiies under the care of 
I lie local house, not the fi.'deral. Mr. Siiiltli 
then wants the aboUtlun of the senate. 
Now, If that were the only point of dls- 
agrei'ineiit between Mr. Smith and myself, 
1 woiilil n.se all my eaorgj- to defi-Mt .Mr. 
Siiiltli. There Is no body of men In Cuiiaila 
so useful to the state, so deserving of our 
icupect as tUu Bcuatc. Our constitution Is 
what we British pride ourselves ou. 
ff.nnil It the best brnlus, the best blood, tlie 
greatest courage of our ])topIe, from the 
lowest to the highest.

Capt. M'ollo.v then went over his platform 
and declnred nil the things mentioned thore- 
lii the people owed the Conservative nartv.

There ■prns only one 
waj- to stop tiiem and make this country 
too hot for them, and that wos: The pro- 
vince had power to enforce the sanitary 
laws and It the Chinese were by law pre- 
venting from over-crowding. It ?X) or 40 
Chines" who now crowd into a bulldlmr 
ibi^l^nea uuiler sanitary law to accommo- 
date at most ton people, were compelled to 
si-iittcr and live like white people, "you 
win," said Captain Wolley, "knock the 
Clilnaniau's competition out of It altogether 
and get Iilni oat of the country more iiulck- 
ly than by any other method you can de- 
vine." When Mr. lluslam went to the Kust 
ond explained to the Eastern farmers the 
curse of cheap Chinese labor, tbe farmers 
said: "For the Lord's sake. Where can we 
gel that cheap labor? Send It right along.'* 
(Laughter.) 'I'hat was the kind of help we 
i;ut from the Kast, but It tbe East Under- 
stood this thing as we do In the West, they 
would not long ask for that sort of cheap 
labor. Tbe Bast '.Yonld soon Join the cry of 
the West and help to rid tiif CSlWtrf of the 
cursed Chinese. The people of Canada did 
not want tbe Rcuni of any continent to mix 
with them. The Liberal government had 
shown how inillkely it was to drive the 
(Jhlnese out of the country, by bringing Into 
It ."lO.OOO clever, shiftless, uaserupulous, 
llUIiy (^,allclinis, worse by tar than any 
Cliluamen. Your (.'Iiluaiiiaii will undersell, 
but he cannot adapt lilinselt to the cniiili- 
tlous ii'-ound him. He stops at the bottom. 
I l.ave bi-eii iiiiiongst tbe (iaili-lans, iinil it 
was not 111 a iieniaibuUitor. i I.iiii'-'hter.) I 
was full grown, and as an ofUclai of the 
I''orelgii Ofllee, and I know them pretty 
well. Thesis pciiple will pay no taxes, they 
defy sanitary laws, they are anarchists, 
they will not tight for the eouiitry that 
aliclters theui, and they will work for 25 
cents a day. But not long. Those fellows 
will take the lowest place In tbe labor scale, 
and work for the next place above with 
patience and Industry until tbey get it. 
This people will not Join with the Cana- 
dians politically or otherwise, they will 
spread their anarchistic doctrines aud they 
will contaminate all around them. The 
Liberal government In introducing those 
people Into Canada did the most scoundrelly 
thing ever done to this country. Sir Wil- 
frid's llscal policy was a failure. lie had 
to fall back at last on the old protectionist 
methods. When he went Into piiwer he siild 
he would not have anything to do with 
those trills and pomps of monarchy, such as 
titles. He'd remain plain Wilfrid Laurler 
all his days. Then he went to Englami to 
see the Qneon's Jubilee. The Queeu order- 
ed bim to visit her, and he had to go, and 
while (here that wickd woman hit bIm on 
Ihe sin older with a sword and said to him: 
'•Else, Sir Wilfrid Laurler," and by gad he 
did rise Sir Wilfrid Laurler.

"Sir, It I were not a Frenchman, I would 
wlsIi to be an Kngllshman;" to which Pal- 
merston replied: "Sir, If I were not an 
Kiigllshnian. I would wish to be an Kng- 
llshman." Poor Sir Wilfrid got all throne 
honors In Knglaud, probably because ho 
could not help It. He adopted the National 
Policy because he could not help It. Will 
you have the government of the could not 
helD It's, or tbe government wbo do for 
Canada such things as federation of the 
provinces, that constructed the 0. P. B., 
lutrodiK-Ing British Columbia to the world; 
will you put the men who did tuose great 
things back Into power, or do you want 
another term of the men who could not help 
It? (Cheers.)

Is the Ureiu -Vortli- 
orn. It was represented that ".Ilai" IIIII 
was anxious to enter Victoria as a com- 
petitor to the C. 1*.

sidcralilf !(js.< tliroiii;li tlieir inability 1o 
coiniicie witli the clioaply-nianufactured 
I)roihi(ts of Great Britain. A number 
o£ the nianufacturcrti do uot care to speak 
on the subject for publication, though 
they complain of the alteratiott of tbo 
tariff, • _^ ^ 

Seen by a Colonist reporter, Mr. "W. .1. 
I'( nilray had no objection in icdkinj; pub- 
lic bis views in the matter.' He found 
that the preferential tariflf affected his 
business most detrimentally. This ^vaB 
particularly the case in regard to eoap. 
Jjargc quantities of soap were being im- 
ported Iroui the Old Country by local 
tlealers, and the product of bis factory 
forced, to a considerable extent, out of 
the local market. His firm continually 
gave einployinont to hands, who were 
paid good living \vag(ts and npont their 
money to the \iphuililing of the city. He 
li.'ul henrd Mr. Drury at X. O. U. W. 
hall assert that the preferential tarill 
was proving a benefit, but he could utatc 
from tlie manufacturers" standpoint that 
such was not the case. He had no doubt 
that bo could employ a nuich larger staff 
were the preferential tariff uot in oper- 
tion. Why he could not hope to compcto 
with British mauufacturere of 6oap was 
very tiiniple — labor was cheaper in the 
Old Country, and he was forced to pay 
high wagce. 

Mr. W. H. Price, of the firm of OUell 
& Morris, also did not hesitate to give 
bis views on the subject. Asked by the 
reporter ho\v bis firm wu.s alTocted by the 
operation of the preferential tariff, be 
f^aid: 

"Well, in giving our opinion anil stat' 
iiig our position, I \viiul(l like it to he un- 
(iertilood tliat i: is on purely burliness 
principles that we object to the tariff as 
it pow .•stands. Our chief Iin(>s of manu 
facture.s .are canned frnitu, confc-tiimery 
preserves ami jelliet^. We manufactunkl 
lemon peel until two years ago, when we 
fi.iw at once that it -would be impossible 
to continue these lines with the di>serimin- 
ating tariff that was to bo brought into 
vogue." 

"Well, how does it affect you? Tlip 
Times claims that tboir is not n manufac- 
turing concern that dare oppofie it, and 
;hro\vs out tile challenge." 

"Well, we do not, for liusiness reasons, 
care to enter into a subject i.vbich tbo 
Tmies and the J.,il)eral party -want to 
disciiRS frota a political Htandpoint, but 
wo feel that there are many people who 
do not inidert-land the qnef^tion, and we 
b.TVo nothing to fear by stating our reas- 
ons for our oi)positiou to (luj scheme as 
now working. As perhaps yon are aware, 
the bulk of the prct^erves, confectioner.v 
and lemon pcclti brought into this coun- 
try iiro niuuufacturcd, not from sugar of 
Biitish manufacture, but from the boun- 
ty fed sugars exported from Fraiue, 
Austrin, Ilusfiia and Germany. The gov- 
ernnients of each of these countricH give 
a bonii.s or pay a bounty on all the sugarH 
er.ported. These couiitricts do this with 
tile object ot encouraging tho mnnufnc- 
tnrerK and to a.ssist tlicm :o build up 
their export trade. Tbif! is entirely op- 
posite to Avhat the present tariff does in 
Carlad.^. This sugar, a.'; I have said, en- 
\(-m largely into the manufacture of the 
linoK th.it are shipped into Canada, and 
which get tlio reduced rate ofitensibl.v 
given to Great Britain.

All these foreign powers 
have a free entry for their goodg into 
Great Britain, which, if shipped here 
straight, would be compelled to pay the 
tariff as laid down; but by whipping it 
to Great Britain, they get tbo benelilii 
of the preferential i-ntO." 

"If these lines were shippod in singly, 
would it p!.;y to purchase from them".''' 

"It! we imported foreign sugars, v.'t; 
would have to pay the full ta.-ilf. tivigar 
tisled to, say, 'J,"i degrees by polaviscope 
tist, woulil he sulijeci to a duty of .Sl.L.',") 
l)er KH) yH>'.uids. Grape sugar bears a 
duty of aliout. ,''."1 per cenl. This duty 
wo s^ioulil I'uve to p;ly, but when mailii 
into i)rcserv('-. and confectiiuuTy, the pre- 
ferential rat( redueetj this to 1-3 less." 

"Is the Uriitureucu so {{rout then that it 
is likely to be proJudiciaJ to your pro- 
lits'/" 

"Well, it comes t« ithis— it makes all 
the difference betwecu n profit and a 
loss." 

••lI;ow will it .effect the fruit growers 
in the Victoria di.sinct'.'" 

"il will alTec-t tlii'ni in a nnich grijater 
o>7'.'ree. The 13oniiuion and Provincial 
+-ovi'rnrnents have encouraged the fruit 
growers lo go in for fruit cultivation, 
'J'lie.v have establiished experimental 
farms all over Canada; and this, with 
tlie fruit canneries, which had a great 
deal to do with making fruit growing a 
successful and prohtable undertakiug, 
thousand.s of acres of fruit growing land 
are under cultivation. A large amount 
of bard labor — in fact, years of labor, 
have been expended in bringing the fruit 
croi)6 to the paying point. The expense 
gone to must be euoruious, aud this has 
been done under tiio fostering care of 
the governuients. The fruit growers 
have looked to the canneries to take 
tiuir croiis, and ye.ar aiier year they 
have kept increasing the amount under 
cultivation. Take for instance, this 
year, the enormous crop ot plumbs we 
were forced to take from Uie growers. 
There "ivas uot a grocer or fruit grower 
in the district that we have not ussLst- 
ed." 

".Vre the fruit growers taking any ac- 
tion in tile matter'/" 

"Well, it rests with themselves. II 
cue discussc'i) it, it drifts into jiolitics; 
but I can say .this — that quite a numbet 
are alarmed sat the outlook. They do 
not like to see .the result of years of la- 
bor thrown away, «c that foreigners may 
iu(.lit." 

"What do you think, then, will bo thft 
un'couie of what you call a discriminat- 
ing turiJi'-r" 

"There is ojily one way to meet il— 
that is by the fruit grow^TS accep'iug n 
less price for tboir fruit, and the work- 
peoi-de !i'.!:ing h-ss wages, if w.' .ire -.i; 
exist at all and go on in th(.> busiiirs.^. \\'o 
laii only meet the compeliliou in .he 
sniiii' inariiii'r thai makes llieiii able In 
compete — by taking cheap laliji-. Thiij 
we do not wish to to do, and should cou- 
.':io'er whether it would not be as well lo 
go out of the business ahogether," 

"Do you know anytiiiiig of the waxes 
paid ill tin; Old Country or in the coun- 
tries w'lero tile ran- iii.iierial is manti- 
facturcd'r" 

''I inii Satisiied tli..; we slnuild he 
hounded out of the busimss if we offered 
the wages that are paid in the Old INnin- 
try, where our Hues are put lui. you 
know, there lire 110 restrictions on tlu' 
lioui-K of labor in Belgium, where glas:; is 
made so clieaij. And iu Franco and Ge.- 
many it is just the tsame." 

"i'oii only have wliite labor in your fac- 
tory'/" 

"Wo never hiive had any other. In 
(lie .States Chinamen and Japs arc em- 
ployed, but wo have never employed 
them." 

"What are the diflereneefi iu the prices 
or fruit in British Columbia , and that 
giowii in the Old Country?" 

"The difference is uot very large in 
some varieties; but Ibis year Ktonc fruit 
has been thrown away, so great has b«!ii 
the crop; but that is not the reason for 
tiie complaint. Wliat we complain of is 
the fact that the preferential tariff makes 
il easy for the foreigner to take advan- 
tage of the market in Great Britain, and 
consciiuently gets 75 per cent, of the ben- 
efits of the reduced tariff." 

"Is it true that you have shipped fruit 
to the Old Country this year?" 

"We have shipped fruit for tlie last 
three years. The increasing amount un- 
der cultivation makes it impoeeiblc for u.s 
til take all that is grown, and with pro- 
lit at the vanishing point, "we cannot ex- 
pect to take all that -is offered." 

"Yon saw tho report of the interviews 
with the wholosalei-s and commission 
mereliaiits. They .seem to be very well 
satislied with the tariff." 

"Ye.s, I saw the opinions as pxpressfMl 
iu the Times. It must be satisfactory 
from their point of view. They are 
sinipl.v iniporter.s, and the cheape.' they 
import the greater the volume of busi- 
ness they can do; the commission men 
do uot caro "what ivages are paid in the 
country they import from. All that they 
look forward to is their margin of pro- 
lit, and wiiptber the workers work eigh- 
teen hours a day or for nothing a week, 
Matters little to them. Tho bu'k of tho 
importing business done iu this city and 
Vancouver is by conuni.4iion men, who 
have their ofDce-'ln a sKack, cellar or 
garret, nnd -who have not a cent ol 
Avages to pay outside ot their ofllce bny. 
This. I claim, is not a good state of thiug.s 
for this province." 

"What is the alternative you stiggost, 
if, as you sa.y. foreigners are getting 75 
per cent, of the preferential tariff?" 

"I -would suggest that the Dominion 
act as the. Bast Indian government find 
themselves ■f<irced toi do— rput a counter-

"Is the falling off in your bu.siness 
noticeable to an appreciative degree?'' 

"W(dl, it is so ill the lemon peel and 
fruit ii'reserviiig departments. Three 
years ago we bad :i5 girls working in tliQ 
iemoii iieel department. To-day wo have 
oniv three. .\nd this forms an oxamiilo 
of "what I have tried to convoy to you. 
The lemons of ralerino and Sicily, and 
the bounty-fc.l sugar of the paying coun- 
tries foim the only component parts of 
cindied peels. I$ut not one piuticlo is ol 
British origin, but this is allowed to 
come Into Canada on the reduced prefer- 
ential rate, because the exporters testify 
that onc-quni tor of the amount ot the in- 
voice is of British origin, and of course 
tliifi is easy, ns the exporter claims Ids 
10 p<'r cent, profit. 

'"iMie Liberals. I see, claim that the pre 
fereulinl tariff was'^inaugurnted as a 
proof of llieir loyalty to the Mother 
('i)iintry. If so, then I claim the sacri- 
fice of the industries of Canada is too 
great a lu-ice to pay for this proof, 'i'heir 
intentions are undoubtedly good, hut it 
is ill-conceived, and must work to the 
disadvantage of the -workingmen, iuas- 
uiiicli as the competition created will 
hav( the effeef of leiigtbcuing their hours 
of labor or ri'diiciug the wages to the 
scale iiaid in tbo^e countries -wbicli are 
shipiiiii?,' cheap goods." 

"I suppose you chiini that your goods 
rre equal to a'ny thing that is imported?" 

••Weil, ibi- gro(.'ery trade and the con- 
sumers an; the best judges of this. We 
have tlie name of maliing the best goods 
manufactured in Canada, and previous to 
the preferential trade, there was very lit- 
tle imported stock sold bore. Now, of 
course, we are (■omi)lelely out of it." 

"Have you .iiiytliing to say iu npwver 
to the challenge the Times issued lo the 
mannfaciurers?" 

"I (Uily w'sh to speak .=0 far as we nr" 
concerned, and regret very much that 
the Times feels compelled to make poli- 
tical capital out of the misfortune of tho 
trades concerned and affected. Wo pur- 
chnee thousands of dollars' worth of 
fniit in nnd around Victoria. We have 
paid to one fruit grower over ?500 for 
strawberries, and paid one grower at 
.Mount Tolmie one jVear over .fSOO. Then 
all our labels, printing and our cases are 
the produci of Victoria, whilst we ni>ver 
use a pound of sugar other than what is 
made in British Columbia. When tbe 
people of Canada understand the way 
this preferential trade works out. I feel 
that there will be a great revulsion of 
feeling,"
